Benjamin N. C'ardozo, who they 
said recently had suffered "alarm- 
Ing" heart attacks. 
They declared, however, that the 
67-year-old jurist, who has been 
111 for a month, would not be able 
to return to the supreme court 
bench for some time and must be 
kept "absolutely quiet." 
Dr. John Paul Earnest, Cardo- 


zo's personal physician, issued this 
statement late yesterday after con- 
sulting with two heart special- 
ists: 


"Justice 
Cardozo had a severe 
attack of shingles beginning about 
a month ago. The acute pain from 
the shingles and his long confine- 
ment In bed have weakened the 
justice considerably. 


"The' weakened condition brought 
on heart attacks of some severity. 
These attacks occurred on several 
days during the past week and 
were alarming. 


"While 
the justice's condition 
has been critical, he Is nojir show- 
Ing a slight Improvement." 


Justice Cardozo, readily identi- 


fied on the bench .by his tousled 
white hair, suffered similar heart 
trouble In Juno, 1935, at Rye, N. 
Y., hut fully recovered. 
He was 


appointed to the supreme court 
In 1932 by President Hoover, and 
has been one of the justices most 
sympathetic 
to Roosevelt admin- 
istration legislation.

tor oil bottle In mother's hand 
with anything hut thoughts 
of 


beauty, soon will be using castor 
oil vanishing 
cream, castor oil 


cold cream and even castor oil 
lipstick," he predicted. 
Dr. Flcro, a professor In the 


University pharmacy school, said 
he had discovered the new beauty 
aids by passing hydrogen through 


castor oil In the presence of 
a 


catalyst and obtaining "hydrogen- 
ated castor oil." 


"The same treatment has been 
given 
other 
vegetable oils," he 


explained, "but castor oil differs 
chemically, Is more 
active 
and 
gives an extremely hard product 
which has yielded Itself to many 
uses." 


From the university laboratory 
in three years of experimentation 
with the new oil and Its derlvatles, 
Dr. Flero asserted, have come, in 
addition to cosmetics, metal polish, 
Jelyllfled kerosene for use as fuel, 
a cleansing agent for textiles and 


lubricant for motors.

The names of the

hypothalamus. 


The hypothalamus, which is ap- 
proximately above the roof of the 
mouth, and forms the bottom of 
the consciousness loop, has prev- 
iously been identified by medical 
scientists as Intimately connected 
with the emotions.

It was evident things were hap- 


pening in Rumania—and Ruman- 
ia not only is an 
all-important 


cross-roads of Europe, but it is an 
all-Important 
link 
in 
the conti- 


nental system that was France's 
diplomatic pride.

A Stepping Stone 


Briefly, these were trends the 


experts thought they saw: 


1. Rumania was 
veering 
out 


of the 
French-sponsored 
Little 


Entente system and... 
Z Moving towards a tleup with 


the Home-Berlin axis, while... 
3. King Carol 
was assuming 


powers that smacked of dictator- 
ship. 


But just how much of this can 


really be seen? Here is the situa- 
tion: 


Rumania not only Is a step- 


ping stone between Europe and 
Asia, wedged 
uncomfortably 
be- 


tween the Austro-Germans on the 
west, the Russians on the north 
and the Turks on the south, but 
it Is a storehouse of oil and a 
wheat producer of world Impor- 
tance. As a result, It has been 
fought over, sliced up and patch- 
ed together time and again.

France, which had a hand in 


all 
this, 
continued 
dealing 
in 


Balkan 
affairs. Her 
financiers 


poured money into the country. 
She enabled Rumania to arm In 
the manner to which other Euro- 
pean nations have become 
ac- 


customed. 
She 
signed 
treaties 
with Rumania and the other two 
members of the Little Entente— 
Czechoslovakia and 
Yugoslavia— 


for mutual defense and a solid 
front against Germany. 


These treaties did 
very 
well 


while Germany abided 
by 
the 


Versailles treaty. But when Ger- 


many came back as a 
mighty 


military 
power, 
the 
Balkan 


countries weren't quite s u r e 
where they stood. 
And France 


began to feel that both Rumania 
and Yugoslavia were rather too 
friendly with the fascists. 


Then Rumania's leading 
par- 


ties got In an election snarl and 
King Carol named Goga premier. 


Goga was a comparatively ob- 


scure 
politician 
whose National 


Christian party got nowhere near 
a majority In the parliamentary 
election which preceded his ap- 
pointment. He was known as a 
friend of Hitler and Immediately 
after taking office he began to 
lay

decrees. 


Suspicious, France was reported 
to have cancelled arms shipments

In Germany, antl-semltlsm de- 


veloped along with the national 
socialist party and with Hitler's 
dictatorship. 
In 
Rumania, antl-

years. 
The nation of 
19,000,000

Jews. 
Rumanian 


peasants have envied them their 
wealth and Influence. 


That's where 
Magda Lupescu 


comes in. She Is a Jew, and re- 
putedly a rich woman, aa well as 
powerful. 


For her, King Carol once quit 


the country, his prospects of a 
crown and his wife, and 
took 


refuge in friendly France, which 
now suspects his motives. When 
he 
finally 
gained 
the 
throne, 


Carol took the red-headed beauty 
back to Bucharest with him and 
stood by her for 
seven 
years 


while politicians frowned.

Goga,

anti-Semitic, 
stepped up, the

Goga was reported at first as 


friendly to Lupescu despite his 
known stand against Jews. On

sending her off on vacation while 
things settled down, or that he 
was sacrificing the woman 
he 
had loved on the road to power.

TREES AND SHRUBS 
ICE-DAMAGED SHOULD 
BE PRUNED QUICKLY 


COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 10 — 


(Spl.)— Numerous 
Inquiries 
from 


various points In the state re- 
garding treatment of trees suf- 
rering broken branches 
through 


ce or other means are being re- 
ferred to J. F. Rosborough, hor- 
ticulturist of the extension service 
division of Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege. 


The 
treatment 
for 
broken 


tranches and limbs is the same 
regardless of the source of dam- 
age, Rosborough said. He pointed 
out that If the tree or shrub Is 
left untouched, an unshapely, lop- 
sided growth will result, and that 
there Is a strong possibility that 
rot 
producing fungus 
will • per- 


manently injure the plant. 


Pruning should be done as soon 


as possible after the damage is 
done, according to Rosborough. 
'If a limb Is broken • off at 
a 


distance of several feet from the 
tody of the tree, do not leave a 
stub,' gut cut back to the first 
side branch between the point of 
break and the trunk,' he said. 


"If the break Is made by the 


entire branch tearing off from 
:he body, the cut to remove the 
langlng limb should be 
made 


well into the live bark of 
the 
trunk." 


Often a 'plug' of wood Is pulled 


out when a large limb breaks, 
and thus creates a cavity In the 
tree. Rosborough pointed out that 
such wounds should be chiseled 
smooth and that a vent should 
oe cut at the bottom to allow 
for water drainage. 


Asphalt paint was recommend- 


ed by the horticulturist as a prac- 
tical 
dressing 
for 
cuts 
and 


wounds of this type, since it Is 
somewhat elastic and does 
not 


crack easily. 
Wounds of more 


than one Inch in diameter should 
be painted twice a 
year 
until 
completely healed.

Jap Encroachments 


LONDON, 
Jan. 10.—VP>—The 
British government today declar- 
ed opposition to any permanent 
administrative changes in the in- 
ternational settlement at 
Shang- 


hai such as have been demanded 
by the Japanese conquerors of 
the Shanghai area. 


Britain, however, was authori- 
tatively represented as ready to 
agree to some of the Japanese 
demands for Increased power in 
tho rule of 
the Shanghai set- 
tlement. 


The British position was stated 


in communications to the United 
States, France and the British 
authorities at Shanghai. 


Officials would not Indicate on 
what points the government was 
ready to meet Japanese demands, 
but 
it was 
intimated they In- 


cluded increased Japanese repre- 
sentation on the settlement's po- 
lice force. 


In Its communications to Wash- 


ington and Paris, Britain made 
a clear distinction between "tem- 
porary changes necessitated 
by

Against War Vote 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10— (IP}— 
Tho text of President 
Roosevelt's 


letter opposing the Ludlow war 
referendum proposal, written in 
response to a request from Speak- 
er Bankhead for an expressing of 
the president's views, and read by 
the speaker to house members be- 
fore a vote was taken on a motion 
to call up the referendum amend- 
ment, follows: 
"January 6, 1938. 
"My Dear Mr. Speaker: 
"In response to your request for 
an expression of my views respect- 
ing the proposad resolution calling 
for a referendum vote us a pre- 
requisite for a declaration of war, 
I must frankly state that I con- 
sider that the proposed amendment 
would be Impracticable In its ap- 
plication 
ana Incompatible with 
our representative form of govern- 
ment. 
"Our government Is conducted 
by the people through represent- 
atives of their own choosing. It 
was with singular unanimity that 
the founders of the republic agreed 
upon such free and representative 
form of government as the only 
practical means of government by 
the people. 
"Such an amendment to the con- 
stitution as that . proposed would 
cripple any president In his con- 
duct of our foreign relations, and 
It would encourage other nations 
to believe that they could violate 
American rights with Impunity. 
"I fully realize that the sponsors 


of this proposal sincerely believe 
that it would be helpful In keeping 
the United States out of war. I am 
convinced it would have the op- 
posite effect. 
"Yours very sincerely 
"(Signed) Franklin D. Roosevelt"

died on Christmas Day, will 
be 
remembered 
by most 


Americans as War Secre- 
tary under President Wil- 
son. 
His 
achievement in 


that job ranks, by common 
consont, very high. He also 
deserves to be remembered 
and 
appreciated for two 


other things. 
First, for a notable ex- 


ample he set to all men of 
talent and influence. 
He 


was a lawyer by profession. 
After the war he returned 
to his practice and, with 
his new fame added to his 
legal skill, ranked so high 
among American attorneys 
that he was in position to 
pick the cream of the law 
business and build up a 
great fortune. He prosper- 
ed, but not so greatly as he 
might have done, for this 
reason: He made it a rule, 
from that time on, to de- 
vote half his time to his pro- 
fession and the other half 
to unpaid public service. 


Second, he should be re- 


"\membered for his rare gift 


of speech. He was one of 
trie great American orators, 
having perhaps a more flu- 
ent command of language 
than any of his contempo- 
raries. He has been called 
an oratorical equal of Wil- 
liam Jennings 
Bryan.

fluency, purity . of 
diction 


and easy adaptation to sub-

explained by mere chance. 


This is not ouija board 


stuff or "spiritualism," but 
straight scientific procedure, 
arid probably does no harm 
to those who

methods of the university 
professors. The powers they 
deal with appear to be quite 
Normal. Most of us, experts 
say, 
may have some such 


gifts without suspecting it, 
and may make use of them 
unconsciously in conversa- 
tion, card games, and so 
on 


Some observers say anim- 


als have them to a greater 
extent than human beings, 
an;1 that in developing our 
"conscious minds" we have 
weakened our 
unconscious 
minds.

I have said that I do not 
want to condemn all of the 
Japanese, but we do want; 
to. coflctamfi the Japaaese. 


militarism, and I believe

"But 
sometimes I have 


ipnestly felt that with the 
dnd of news I have receiv- 
ed from home and the re- 
ports 
I have read in the 


newspapers, I almost could 
not speak on the subject 
without having a sense of 
late. I could not think of 
the situation in China creat- 
ed by Japan without break- 
ng my heart and at the 
same time with my blood 
boiling. 
While 
Japanese 


have posted all sorts of 
posters in China promising 
the Chinese their friendship 
and good will, their soldiers 
are slaughtering every ani- 
mal they could get hold of. 
They made several thous- 
and young Chinese students 
in Peiping parade and yell 
m celebrating the Japanese 
vic:ory (unde/ bayonets of 
course.) 


"An air mail letter sign- 


ed in my wife's name, evi- 
dently not her own hand- 
writing, says: 'I and the 
children left the suburb of 
Hangchow City on Nov. 14, 
after unspeakable suffering 
and sacrifice for months on 
account 
of 
constant 
air 


raids and Japanese military 
operations. We are moving 
farther into the interior, 
possibly toward Nanchang 
(central China).' She left no 
address for correspondence, 
saying: 'We were thankful, 
for in comparison with tens 
of millions of our defense- 
less civilians who have been 
fleeing from place to place 
with their loved ones killed, 
wounded, sick, or lost and 
their 
worldly possessions 


gone, the kind of suffering 
which has come to us should 
not be considered so un- 
bearable.' " 


This is the other side of 


a glorious war of conquest. 


Seems a pity we should 


have to use up so much 
constructive ennrgy analyz- 
ing depressions.

year recording a maximum and 
minimum temperature of 66 and 
48 with a rainfall of .05 of an 
inch. 
That was deceptive of the 
weather that was to follow with- 
in a few days. No extremely cold 
weather . was 
registered 
during 
the month, the lowest temperature 
recorded was 22 degrees on suc- 
cessive nights,, January 8 and 9. 
But tho month recorded one of 
the worst Ice storms, perhaps the 
most disastrous from the stand- 
point of destruction of property 
In the history of the county. 


Coating of Ice. 
On January 7 a slow rain start- 
ed falling, freezing as It struck. 
Before-nightfall the streets, side- 
walks and highways were cover- 
ed with a coating of Ice that made 
traffic hazardous.

was restored at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon.

Two 
blew up In rapid succession, the 
first on the afternoon of Monday 
the 15th, and It had hardly clear- 
ed away before another 
struck 
on Tuesday. 


Snow In March. 
March came in like the pro- 


verbial lamb and went out like 
a lion, 
Tho month opened with 


maximum and minimum tempera- 
ture readings of 61 and 37. Scat- 
tered through the month were ty- 
pical March winds, rain and show- 
ers. 
On March 29 a heavy snow 


started falling at 7 o'clock In 
the morning and continued until 
9 o'clock. 
The ground was well 


covered in profected spots 
and 
cars standing in the streets were 
well covered. 
The month closed 


with a heavy frost. Rainfall was 
4.87 Inches. 


April brought 
relief from tho

an Inch of rain was recorded In 
Corslcana. 
Local showers, how- 
ever, fell In other parts of the 
county. 
The extreme dryness of 


the month accounted for a rfeduc- 
tlon. In the estimated production 
of cotton in the" county. 
During 
the latter part of the month such 
of the young cotton wilted and 
some of the bolls on the older 
cotton failed to develop properly 
due to the heat. 


October was just

ing weather and most of the crop 
was gathered

were four light showers during 
the month and a light, but not 
killing frost. 
Rainfall

month was 1.91 Inches. 


November brought the earliest 
big snow on record In the coun- 
ty. 
The snow started falling at 


10 o'clock 
Monday morning on 
the 22nd and continued through- 
out the day. It measured three 
and one half Inches on the gov- 
ernment guage and remained on 
the ground several days. Thanks- 
giving saw some of the snow (till 
in the protected places. The latest 
snow In years fell In March and 
the earliest In November which 
added the 1937's record for varie- 
ty in weather. 
Rainfall during 
the month was 2.34 Inches.

Two Weekly Papers. 


In 1872 there were two weekly 


papers In existence in this 
city. 


The Corsicana Independent was a 
four-page sheet, 21 by 36 Inches In 
size, published 
Saturdays. 
This 


paper claimed a circulation then 
of 400 and had a subscription price 
of S2.M a year. J. M. Thurmond 
was listed ns editor and publisher. 


The Observer was re jBomocrntlc 


weekly appearing on Wednesdays. 
This was also a four-page journal 
of a size 2fi by 38 inches. Estab- 
lished in 1866. this paper had In 
1872 
a circulation of 860 copies 


and the same subscription rate as 
thp Independent. R. A. Van Horn 
was Its editor and publisher. 


To place 1872 more firmly In 


mind, this was the year that sol- 
dier and diplomat, 
Ulysses S. 
riraut, was elected to his second 
term as president of these United 
States, and of not. so many states 
as now for that matter, for there 
were still a number of territories. 
The Dakota* had not yet appeared 
there still being but one Dakota 
territory. 
Arizona had not come 


Into statehood and in that coun- 
try marauding bands of Indians 
were adding to the tribulations of 
settlers. 
Other territories includ- 


ed Colorado, Idaho, Indian (Okla- 
homa not known) Montana, Utah, 
Washington and Wyoming. 


In the capita! Schuyler Colfax 


was vice president, while James 
G. 
Blixlne was 
speaker 
of the 


house, this being the second ses- 
sion of the 42nd congress. 
The 
year 1872 was noted for the fact 
that there was a reduction of the 
national debt by over $83,000,000, 
yet there was also a reduction in 
the rate of taxation. 


Boston Fire. 
Boston had 
a disastrous 
fire 


with a loss of some $78,000,000. 
Horace Greelcy, editor, and Sam- 
uel F. B. Morse of telegraphic 
fame died In that year.

It will embrace not only Britain 


but her far-flung colonial empire 
and Newfoundland. 
Only India, 


the Dominions and Ireland will be 
excluded. 


Actual negotiation of the agree- 


ment, designed to achieve mutual 
tariff concessions, will begin as 
soon as American Interests have 
made known their views concorn- 
ing spcclfio items of commerce.

Hull made public a 


long list of Imports upon which 
the United States

granting concessions. Accompany-

In exchange for better customs 


treatment of such British goods 
as thrse, the United States hopes 
to obtain concessions from the em- 
pire which would widen the mar- 
ket there for American agricultur- 
al products, among other things. 
Britain has not yet announced the 
products on which it will.consider 
tariff concessions.

>hy of education is In contrast to 
he 
old tenets of education In 


which a child was required to 
master certain subjects, nnd was 
not promoted to the next grade 
mlcss he had mastered them. 
The teachers organized a Corsi- 


cana Teachers' Association in con- 
icction with the federated plan of 
he Texas State Teachers' Asso- 
ciation, of which they are mem- 
bers.

The 
speaker 
discussed 
Dr. 


Thorndykc's method of measure- 
ment of accomplishment of pupils, 
vorked out about 1902 In t-'olumbla 
'Jnlverslty's teachers' college and 
a newer method developed in Ger- 
many 10 years ago, which has been 
brought to the United States. 


The new philosophy of educa- 
lon, as conceived by the Germans 
s based upon the belief that youth 
•eacts wholly to complete situa- 
tions 
rather 
than to 
scattered 


ones. 
Dr. Stretch explained her 
jersonal philosophy of education 
'to assist a boy or girl develop a 
well-rounded 
personality 
that Is 


adaptable to this ever-changing 
world," and proceeded to build up 
a type of test that will measure 
:he development of a child under 
.his philosophy. 


The test, she said, must give the 


mpll an opportunity to express 
limself, and judge him In his re- 
ictlons. It presupposes the pujill. 
s not antagonistic toward society, 
that society Is not antagonistic to- 
ward him and that he takes a part 
n society about him. 


The second facet of the test 


must provide evidence that the 
pupil shows growth in study, his 
attitudes 
and 
aptitudes 
toward 


study and the tools with which he 
studies, and to his general devel- 
upment. 


Duty of Teacher. 
In order to prove that the. pupil 
:akcs part in the society about 
ilm, the teacher must see that he 
:akes part In the discussions; that 
he as the language to express him- 
self; that he has the right point 
of view and that he makes some 
tlnd of contribution to the class. 
If the 
pupil Is lacking in these 


respects, It is the duty of the 
teacher to provide them. 


The tests, she said, must include 


written work to test the pupil's 
academic knfbwledgc, and 
further, 


must prove that the child can ap- 
ily his academic knowledge to 
jractlcal use; that he can think 
clearly and to express his honest 
opinion, 


"If we use this new essay-type 


of test," Dr. Stretch said, in clos- 
ng, "we, as teachers, will have to 
do a little studying ourserves- we 
will have to- develop a clear phil- 
osophy of education; we will have 
to spend time bringing the gener- 
al outlines of the test in lino with 
he revised • philosophy of educa- 
tion, and lastly, we will have to 
devote more time and attention to 
he pupil."

sult of studies at the National Bu- 
reau of Standards.

"Progress Is being made," said 


G. M. Kline, of the bureau's re- 
search staff, in a paper Issued by 
the national advisory committed 
for aeronautics, 
but the cxplora- 


:lon into the subject "is In its in- 
fancy, and still uncharted," 


For at least two years scientists 


imve been working Intensively on 
tho problem of employing rein- 
forced 
plastics 
for 
airplanes. 


Among: the possibilities involved 
Is tho manufacture 
of so-called 
"flivver" flying machines at costs 
far below those at present. 


"Although the values for 
the 


strength of the plastics are gener- 
ally less than for steel and alum- 
inum alloy," he wrote, "they are 
greater than for spruce, which has 
been quite commonly employed for 
the structural 
members 
of alr- 
'craft.1 


He 
concluded that a plastic 


known as phenolic resin, with a 
cord reinforcement, could be pro- 
duced with the necessary tensile 
plane material. It reacted well to 
and compresslve strength for air- 
Impact and loading, and resisted 
both firo and corrosion. 
"In the fabrication of aircraft to- 


day," he observed, "the labor costs 
are high relative to the cost of 
tools. 


"If large sections could be mold- 


ed in one piece, the labor costs 
would be reduced, but the costs of 
the molds and presses would be 
very high. Such a change In type 
of construction would not be eco- 


i nomically practicable except in the 
I mass production of aircraft of a 
[standard design."

a sudden offensive of the Madrid 
army on Dec. 21. Teruel had been 
an important Insurgent base for 
most of the nearly 18 months of 
civil war. 


Lieut. Col. Rey D'Harcourt, com- 


mander, led 1SOO of his troops and 
500 women, children, aged 
and 


wounded from the hospital. Thirty- 
four Insurgent soldiers surrender- 
ed from Santa Clara church. 


Many were

ground during the siege fainted.
